A cake 10 feet long and four 
feet high, weighing 453 pounds, 
was the focal point of a three- 
day celebration this week com- 
memorating production of the 
10,000,000th automobile frame 
at ‘the A, O. Smith Corpora- 
tion's Granite City plant. 

The plant began operation in 
and the five-million mark 
attained in 1963, 

he cake was displayed in the 
company cafeteria, along with 
the 10 ‘millionth frame, which 
was painted. gold for the occa- 
sion. Congratulatory signs to 
the employes who helped make 
the celebration possible also 
were displayed 

The sequence of events for 
the celebration was as follows: 

On Tuesday, the cake went on 
display and employes were .in- 
vited ‘to enter a cake weight 
guessing contest. Prizes were 

‘ displayed and included a cam- 
era, several radios and 17 pairs 
of safety shoes. . 

Yesterday, the 10 millionth 
frame went on display in the 
cafeteria and a cake cutting 
ceremony was held, with win- 
‘ers of the cake weight guess- 
ing contest announced. 

Paul Kelly, A. O, Smith Gran- 
ite City plant manager, presid- 
ed over the ceremony. The 
first’ place winner announced 
at the ceremony was Melvin A. 
Struckhoff. 

Today, all employes and 
their ‘supervisors on all 
three shifts were treated to 
a free celebration dinner. 
Retired employes were in- 
vited to attend the dinner as 
guests of the company. 

Free coffee and cake were 
served during the employes’ 
break periods, A memento 
of the oceasion, a glass let- 
ter tray inscribed with the 
10 millionth frame and a 
congratulatory message and 
a first-aid kit were distrib- 
uted to all employes. 

“A, O. Smith’s Granite City 
frame plant has come a long 
way since September 1954, when 
the first frame was produced. 
The plant celebrated production 
of its 3,000,000th frame on July 
6, 1959, and on March 21, 1963, 
the production of its five mil- 
lionth frame,” officials com- 
mented: 

Throughout its history, A. O. 
Smith has placed major empha- 
sis on the safety of its employ- 
es. As a result, A. O. 
and the plant have ‘@ceived 
many corporation and national 
awards for excellent in safety 
performance 

The safety record of the plant 
was spotlighted in Juhe 1970 by 
the complétion of almost 9,006,- 
000 safe work hours, which at 
the time was the ,best safety 
record in the nation. 

The local A. 0. Smith 
plant employs almost 1,200 
persons and is a division of 
A, 0. Smith Corporation, 
headquartered in Milwau- 
kee, Wis. 

Since the turn of the cen- 
tury, the corporation has 
produced over 80,000,000 au- 
tomobile passenger frames 
at its.Granite City and Mil- 
waukee locations, and is the 
largest producer of automo- 
bile and truck frames in the

The suggestion came after 
board members were told that 
the problem of trash collection 
is“almost certain to prove more 
costly than town fund’ revenues 
gan afford 

The board was told that offers 
dbtained from two sanitation 
firms indicated trash collections 
yn a_contraét basis will cost 
rom $1.79 to $4 per household 
per month, with the exact price 
depending upon such factors as 
distance, the number of homes 
to be serviced and the frequen- 
ky of pickups.

According to Cain, recent de- 
velopments in the marketing of 
childrens’ Vitamins such as can- 
dy-coated vitamins and vita- 
mins shaped like animals or 
popular cartoon figures repre- 
sent a threat to youngsters be- 
cause a child tends to view 
them as toys or candy rather 
than: as medication. 

“To play it completely safe, 
I'd advise parents to purchase 
only conventional childrens’ vi- 
tamins, to instruct their chil 
dren on the hazards of taking 
too many vitamins, to allow the 
children to take their daily vi 
tamins only under adult super- 
vision, and to store the vita 
mins in a place that is totally 
inaccessible to children,”

A 1972 tax levy of $304,390 
which projects a $131,458 reve- 
nue deficit in the general cor- 
porate fund, was approved by 
the Madison City Council in a 
special meeting Monday night. 

The levy is $5,014 less than 
the $309,404 tax levy for the 
1971 year. 

A tax extension of $49,250 was 
approved for the general fund, 
an amount which Mayor Mike 
Sasyk explained is $131,458 
short of meeting budgeted ex- 
penditures. The deficiency re- 
sults from a maximum general 
fund tax rate of 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation which 
will produce no more than the 
$49,250. under the ‘city’s existing 
valuations. 

‘According to the levy meas- 
ure, a total of $565,908 will be 
needed to meet budgeted ex- 
penditures.. Of this amount, 
$385,200 will be provided from 
cash balances and anticipated 
revenue from other sources, in- 
cluding sales tax, state income 
tax, fines, business and liquor 
licenses and rents from the 
city’s industrial park., 

Tax Insufficient 

This leaves a needed balance 
of $180,708, of which $49,250 
will be provided in tax monies 
through the levy. The remain- 
ing $131,488 represents the defi- 
cit. 

For the special. accounts, the 
council approved a levy of 
$1,000 for auditing, a new item 
this year, and $19,700 for street 
and bridge purposes. The street 
and bridge levy last year was 
$20,000. 

A levy of $29,550 was ‘ap- 
proved for fire protection, com- 
pared to $30,000 last year, and 
a like amount was levied for 
police protection, also $30,000 
last year. 

Other special account levies, 
with last year’s figures shown 
in parenthesis, include: ; 

Liability insurance, $10,100 
($10,000); public improvements, 
$3,400 (same); ' police pensions, 
$41,600 ($38,000); garbage col 
lection, $39,400 ($40,000); publ 
library, $18,760 ($17,760); Civil 
defense, $2,350 ($1,750); play- 
grounds and recreation, $17,730 
($16,540); Municipal retirement,

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terim sewage treatment needs 
of the area and produce an ef- 
fluent in conformity with fed- 
eral and state standards. A 
discussion of the most salient 
aspects of the analysis of the 
alternatives follows. 

Alternative No. 1 explored the

The estimated costs to be ex- 
pended in order to implement 
this alternative are: $25,718,000 
for new construction, $2,060,000 
for annual maintenance and op- 
eration, and $2,753,600 for an- 
nual debt ‘vice calculated for 
“new”’ arid undepreciated “old” 
capital at 6% per year for 20 
years with 100% local financing. 

Alternative No. 2 involved the 
retention of the five existing 
primary plants at their present 
locations and the construction 
of a new 44 mgd secondary 
plant at Sauget to serve Lans- 
downe, East St. Louis, Sauget 
and Cahokia. Interceptors 
would also be constructed from 
the ‘existing primaries to the 
new facility. 

The existing plant at Dupo, 
because of its distance from 
the proposed facility, would be 
upgraded independently to meet 
state effluent standards. The 
estimated costs for this alter- 
native are: $21,013,000 in new 
construction, $1,118,000 for an- 
nual maintenance and opera- 
tion, and $2,322,000 for annual 
debt service. 

Alternative No. 3 would 
abandon the existing primary 
plants at Lansdowne, East Si. 
Louis, Sauget and Cahokia and 
construct a new 44 mgd _pri- 
mary and secondary plant at 
Sauget. Interceptors would also 
be constructed to connect these 
service areas to this new fa- 
cility. 

The Dupo plant would be up- 
graded to meet state effluent 
standards independently. The 
estimated costs for this alter- 
native are: $34,213,000 in new 
construction, $748,000 for annual 
maintenance and operation, and 
$3,447,600 for annual debt gerv- 
ice 

Alternative No. 4 would re- 
tain the five existing primary 
plants at downe, East St. 
Louis, Sauget, Cahokia and Du- 
po. A new 29 mgd secondary 
plant would be constructed near 
the existing East St. Louis fa- 
cility and serve the East St.

Louis and Lansdowne service 
areas. Interceptors would be 
constructed to connect these 
facilities. 

The existing primary plants 
at Sauget, Cahokia and Dupo 
would be upgraded independent- 
ly to produce an effluent to 
meet the state effluent stand- 
ards. The estimated costs for 
this alternative are: $25,343,000 
for new construction, $1,992,000 
of annual maintenance and op- 
eration, and $2,721,600 for an- 
nual debt service. 

Alternative No. 5 would retain 
the five existing primary plants 
at Lansdowne, East St. Louis, 
Sauget, Cahokia and Dupo. A 
new 32 mgd secondary plant 
would be® constructed at East 
St. Louis to serve Lansdowne, 
East St. Louis and Cahokia. 
Interceptors would be construct- 
ed to connect the primary 
plants at Lansdowne, East St. 
Louis and Cahokia to the new 
facility. 

The existing plants at Sauget 
and Dupo would be upgraded 
independently to produce an ef- 
fluent.in conformity with state 
effluent standards. The esti- 
mated costs for this alterna- 
tive are: $25,543,000 for new 
construction, $2,039,000 for an- 
nual maintenance and opera: 
tion, and $2,737,600 for annual 
debt service. 

It should be noted that, with 
the exception of the Lansdowne 
plant which is expanding slight- 
ly, the alternatives described 
do not propose that increased 
capacity be provided at the 
existing treatment facilities. It 
is felt that the current plant 
capacities, with the exception 
of a slight increase of Lans- 
downe, will be adequate to 
meet the projected sewage 
treatment needs of the study 
area until the year 1990. 

The new construction and 
total annual costs of all the 
alternatives were comparative- 
ly analyzed. Although the cost 
figures for all the alternatives 
are estimates, using currently 
available data and professional 
cost-estimating procedures, Al- 
ternative No. 2 is the most 
cost-effective solution for pro- 
viding sewage treatment for the 
East St. Louis study area. It 
should be noted, however, that 
of necessity, certain assump- 
tions were made in the develop- 
ment of some of the alterna- 
tives — the greatest of these 
being the ability to treat do- 
mestic and highly concentrated 
chemical wastes together by 


means of a biological process.

Most U.S. troops are back 
home from Vietnam 

The visits to Peking and Mos- 
cow have transformed Richard 
Nixon, the staunch anti-Com- 
munist, into President Nixon, 
the peacemaker. 

Across the nation, rela- 
tive tranquility contrasts 
with the riots and demon- 
strations of years past. 

The efforts at Miami 
Beach to embarrass the 
President with street de- 
monstrations were actually 
minor; the national antiwar 
protest movement seems to 

dying. 

Mr Nixon has presided over 
both the winding down of the 

r and the near elimination of 


the draft, two key points in de- 
fusing the protest movement. 

There are some challenges 
left, some minuses still among 
the pluses. 

Although American ground 
troops have left the fighting to 
South Vietnamese forces, U.S. 
planes are bombing throughout 
Indochina at record levels. 

American prisoners of war 
remain in North Vietnamese 
camps. 

Despite high-level diplomatic 
maneuvering, including many 
trips abroad by presidential 
emissary Henry Kissinger, the 
Paris peace talks continue to 
be deadiocked. 

The remaining challenge to 
the President in Vietnam is to 
achieve an honorable solution 
of the Vietnam war which 
would include halting of bomb- 
ing, and. the return of the 
POWs. 

The President’s six “great 
goals” welfare reform, 
national health insurance, 
environmental programs, 
revenue sharing, govern- 
ment reorganization and a 
full employment economy— 
all have yet to be realized. 
The 92nd Congress of the 

past weekend had failed to 
complete action on the first 
five. and the administration’s 
new economic policy and defi- 
cit budgets have proven insuf 
ficient to achieve the last.

‘Arab Support of Terrorism Darkens 20th Olympiad

Members of the Israeli Olym- 
pic Team were not the only vic- 
tims of the tragedy at Munich. 

The Arab terrorists whose in- 
vasion of the Olympic Village 
ended in the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of their hostages committed 
am outrage against one of the 
precious hopes of mankind. 

The Olympic spirit—the idea 
that athletes of all nations can 
compete in an atmosphere im- 
mune to the political turmoil of 
the world around them — has 
been staggered by the incident. 

The 20th Olympiad itself 
is the victim of the Arab 
guerrillas, 

So are the German peo- 
ple, who had tried so hard 
to create a setting at Mu- 
nich that would wash away 
memories of the 1936 Olym- 
pics at Berlin. 
However, it is not the people 

of modern Germany nor their 
government which bear respon- 
sibility for the breach of secur- 
ity at the Olympic village. . 

The blame must extend to 

the international comminity 


and its failure to deat more ef- 
fectively in the past with hi- 
jackings, assassinations and 
other acts of terrorism which 
have openly been the modus 
operandi of Arab extremists for 
several years. 

The. world learned after 1936 
that it was a mistake to look 
the other way during the Ber- 
lin Olympics when the Jews of 
prewar Germany were already 
becoming the victims of Hitler- 
ism. 

It would be a mistake for the 
world today to allow this inci- 
dent —in which innocent ath- 
letes are the victims — to pass 
by without an unequivocal con- 
demnation of governments 
which in any, way are provid- 
ing support or sympathy to the 
terrorist organization responsi- 
ble. 

It is not really a political 
cause which the terrorists 
represent, but a descent 
into barbarism. 

The athletes themselves have 
siicceeded.

No. 48 Clean, clear and dis- 
infect sinks and drains with or- 
dinary table salt. Salt is not 
toxic, and it has antiseptic and 
disinfectant properties, as well 
as abrasive, cleansing ones 

No. 49 Help decrease the 
mountains of garbage we gener- 
ate each day by using cloth 
napkins. 

No, 50 Protest overpackab- 
ing of fresh foods to store man: 
agers. 

No. 51 Make sure your car 
has the required smog device 
and have it checked regularly. 

No. 52 If you put your gar- 
bage on the street for collection, 
make sure the container is 
spill-proof. If you live in build- 
ings with incinerators, follow 
instructions so you don’t -litter 
incinerator rooms. 

No. 53 Organic materials (like 
cooking fat) clog plumbing and 
septic tanks, causing sewage 
overflow. Put them in your 
garbage pail...not your sirk. 

No. $4 Return nutrients to the 
soil. Start a compost pile with 
leaves and grass clippings. 
Never burn leaves and trash. 

No. 55 Smokey Bear is so 
right. Be careful with matches

No. 73 Be sure contaminated 
water and sewage is not dis- 
charged into local rivers, lakes 
and streams. Seek the installa- 
tion of adequate water treat- 
ment plants. 

No. 74 Talk to religious 
groups. Stress’ the spiritual val- 
ue of nature and man’s depend- 
ence on it for his very exist- 
ence. 

No. 75 Encourage the produc- 
tion of ecology films for school 
distribution. 

No. 76 Encourage companies 
to locate new facilities so that 
employees can use mass tran- 
sit systems or help their em- 
ployees form car pools. 

No. 77 Help restore natural 
beauty to areas where raw ma- 
terials have been stripped. 

No. 78 Seek adoption of safe- 
guards to prevent oil spillage 
from tankers and offshore drill- 
ing. Help in the clean-up effort 
wherever spillage occurs. 

No. 79 Discourage erection 
of signs that contribute to sight 
pollution. 

No. 80 Seek elimination or 
control of horn blasts, factory 
whistles or other loud sounds 
that add to noise pollution. 

No. 81 Contact airline com- 
panies and encourage the in- 


tem throughout the state and 
the same conditions are preval- 
ent at many of the crossings, 
especially in urban areas. 

The state does not have the 
authority to control the  rail- 
road operations, A state statute 
does prohibit a stopped train 
from blocking a public -high- 
way for longer than ten min- 
utes, But this law is difficult 
to enforce, as civil action is 
required by the complainant 
who is delayed or inconvenien- 
ced. 

The gfate did assist in con- 
struction of the grade separa- 
tion at the railroad crossing on 
Broadway in Venice. However, 
the city is responsible for con- 
structing the approach road to 
the structure. 

They do have plans for this 
work, but in the effort to make 
the project eligible for finan- 
cing with federal aid funds, it 
is now involved in environmen- 
tal considerations. 

The state is continuing its 
plans and acquisition of right- 
of-way for ‘the continuation of 
relocated Illinois 3 (Granite 
City Bypass) from Niedring- 
haus Avenue to Broadway. The 
estimated cost of the remaining 
work is over $6 million. 

Adequate funding simply has 
not been available to undertake 
all the needed work in the 
area. This project will be sched- 
uled in the ensuing years in its 
priority as related to other 
needs and the funds available. 

During the three years (1969- 
1971) of this administration, we 
have averaged 29.8 miles of im- 
provements costing $7,7 million 
each year on_ nof-Interstate 
highways in Madison County. 

This compares with an aver- 
age of 4.5 miles at a cost of 
$2.1 million for the previous 
nine-year period. 

This record speaks for itself 
and surely indicates that Madi- 
son County has not been slight- 
ed in our highway program. 
We do realize that there is still 
much to be done to provide an 
adequate system of highways 
in this area.

Cracking 
Patio Slab 
A Problem 


By GENE GARY 
Copley News Service 

Q. The grounds of our heme 
have just been landscaped with 
concrete patios and walks. Al- 
ready cracks are beginning to 
appear, some hairline: and oth- 
ers increasing in width. 

" Would you rlease inform us 
what is the best way to repair 
these? Are there any measures 
that can be taken to keep these 
large cemented areas in as 
good condition as possible? — 
ALL, 

A, The cracking may be due 
to having poured too large an 
area without expansion joints 
to take up the expansion and 
contraction, caused by temper- 
ature changes. No larger than 
approximately a 10-square-foot 
section should be poured with- 
out an’ expansion joint, 

Even so, most all concrete 
pours will develop hairline 
cracks, which is not serious. 
However, your problem may 
also be caused by soft places 
under the concrete, which may 
not! have been properly filled 
and packed. 

These basic faults could cause 
continued cracking. The most 
satisfactory material to over- 
come shrinkage in concrete re- 
pairs is one of the non-shrink 
mortars. These are available 
as pre-mixed materials to which 
only water need be added. This 
can be mixed thin enough to 
flow into small cracks. or a 
stiffer mixture for the wider 

ks. 

1 would advise waiting a few 
months to see what extent the 
cracking continues before 
patching. If the problem gets 
too severe, 'the solution would 
be to do the job over, making 
sure you have a firm base. 

Q. ‘What can be done to clear 
ip moisture in my closets, bath- 
‘oom and bedrooms? In the 
evening, the beds seem damp, 
the towels never dry in the 
bathroom and there ig mildew 
on the walls and other signs of 
dampness. 

I have tried opening windows 
with no results. The house has 
plenty of vents underneath and 
there is no 
house.—G. F., Nap: 

A. The crawl space should 
have a vaporproof ground cov- 
er. Soil moisture rises by ca- 

action‘ within the crawl 
space. Studies have shown 
moisture may be present even 
though the ground seems to be 
dry and dusty. 

The soil cover should consist 
of polyethylene film or 55-pound 
solled roofing paper. You also 
hould try to reduce the mois- 
ture content of the air in the 
house by running an exhaust

Charity is Billion Dollar 
Operation in Illinois

Springfield — Whether or not 
it is more blessed to give than 
to receive is a question for 
philosophers and theologjans. 
How your gift is given of re- 
ceived, however, is a mgtter 
for Atty. Gen, William J. $cott. 

In Illinois, there currerttly is 
so much giving and receiving 
on an organized scale, that a 
special branch of the attorney 
general’s office deals with it, 
and reports that presently char- 
ity is a billion dollar operation 
in the state. 

Because of the number of 
legitimate, registered funds 
(presently there are 5,374) it 
can be difficult to know if an 
appeal by the “Save the Three- 
Toed Thrip” foundation is bone 
fide or bogus. So the Attorney 
| General’s office also has insti- 
tuted a master list of all regis- 
tered charities by name and 
distributed it to local state’s 
attorneys so citizens in doubt 
can cail and find out if an ap- 
peal has registered. 

James Kappel, assistant at- 
torney general and chief of the 
charitable trust and solicitations 
division, says those 5,374 regis- 
| téred trusts currently account 
| Yor a grand — really grand — 
total of $1,125,820,485.36. in dis- 
closed assets, 

The largest of these are 
headed up by a total of 49 ac- 
tive registered professional fund 
raisers and 324 professional 
solicitors, 

Must Be Registered 

According to the state’s char- 
itable organization laws, any 
group which solicits more than 
$4,000 annually must“ first reg- 
ister with the attorney gen- 
eral's office, showing the or- 
ganization’s purposes, officers, 
and operations, Groups which 
more than $10,000 an- 
nually must, in addition, file a 
detailed financial statement ac- 
companied by a statement from 
a C.P.A. (Certified Public Ac- 
countant) that the report ac- 
curately reflects the organiza- 
tion's activities. 

Charitable trusts fall about 
equally into three large groups, 
There are 30 to 
40%, which were set up by an 
individial under his will to dis- 
pose of his estate in fairly defi- 
nite ways. For instance there is 
one in Warren county, contain- 
ing only $17,000 established by 
a former teacher to provide 
scholarships for persons. who 
wish to, teach school in Warren 


| count 


Scholarships are Branted to 
only one recipient/at a time. 
For contrast, in Springfield 
there is another educational 
scholarship set up by a former 
insurance man’ which has $440,- 
000 in assets, Authorized to di: 
tribute more than $200,000 in 
one time to students) from 
Christian, Morgan and Sanga 
mon counties, it has been able 
to distribute only about 10% of 
its available funds. 

Roughly another third of the 
state’s charitable trusts are 
corporate, set up by commer- 
cial interests and often distrib- 
uting hundreds of thousands of 
dollars—or even more. 

Can Be Huge 

The last third is made up of 
family trusts, set up partly for 
business purposes and partly to 
perpetuaté a family name. 
These can be huge. The Joseph 
Kennedy Foundation has assets 
of $24,000,000—which is pocket 
money, compared to the Ford 
Foundation’s $3 billion. 

When a check by Kappel’s 
staff shows discrepancies, the 
firm is notified to clear them 
up. Refusal, or failure, to do so 
can result in an organization 
being forced to close its books 
and-not operate in the state, 
while an individual who func- 
tions as a ‘fund raiser or pro- 
fessional solicitor without being 
registered and bonded, can re- 
ceive a fine, a jail sentence, or

Student Finds Berlin Wall Separates Busy Life from a ‘Living

(Last of three articles on his 
stay in Germany this summer 
by an Illinois State University 
sophomore, son of William 
Kebbel, a Press-Record printer.) 

While studying German this 
summer near Munich, Ger- 
many, I traveled as often as 
possible through the country. 
One city that no tourist in 
Germany wants to miss is 
Berlin. 

I flew to Berlin fromy Munich 
ori a Pan American 727 Europe 
Jet, The German-based airline, 
Lufthansa, can’t fly over East 
Germany to land in West Ber- 
lin. W. Berlin is really an island 
belonging to W. Germany, but 
lying in E. Germany 

My plane landed at Tempel- 
hof Airport in W. Berlin, the 
same airport where American 
and British’ soldiers landed in 
1948 and 1949 during the famous 
Berlin airlift. From the airport, 
buses or subway trains take one 
to the middle of the city. 

Downtown W. Berlin ap- 
peared as new, colorful and 
busy as any large American 
city. 

n the huge, tree-lined 
boulevards were dress shops 
with the latest European 
and American - fashions, 
theaters where “Goofy at 
the Olympics” was playing, 
stylish new buildings and 
many sidewalk cafes, 

W. Berliners show how much 
they like their rebuilt city by 
sitting for hours in a sidewalk 
cafe talking over a Berliner 
Kind! Beef or by just strolling 
and window shopping. 

As all Europeans, W. Berlin- 
“ers, can easily spot an Ameri- 
can walking down the street. 

If they see you just standing 
around, they’ll come ‘up and 
introduce themselves—in fairly 
good English—and begin to ask 
what your impressions of Berlin 
Are 

If you are speaking with an 
older person, he will usually 
turn the conversation to E. 
Berlin. 

Most Germans will freely 
express how stupid they think it 
was that Americans let Berlin 
be divided. They aren't un- 
friendly or adamant, just truth- 
full 

A younger person will expreks 
his disgust oVer the fact that 
Berlin is diVided, but more 
often will switch the conversa- 
tion to America

Included in this category are 
the traditional travel trailers 
camping trailers, truck camp- 
ers with their slide-in shells, the 
luxurious motor homes and the 
latest idea in the field, the "5th 
Wheel” trailer, so named be- 
cause its special hitch con- 
nection is similar to that found 
on commercial tractor trailer 
rigs 

Here is‘a breakdown of 
RV field 


Camping Trailers: These are 
the RV fleet. Priced from about 
$500 on up to $4,000, ‘they are 
compact and light and can eas 

be towed even by small 
economy cars. 

Constructed of aluminum or 
fiber glass, they have collaps. 
ible sides of canvas, vinyl or 
even sheet ABS plastic. 

When expanded, they can ac- 
commodate up to six people— 
if they are-very good friends 

Travel Trailers: These are 
the more traditional RV units. 

They range in size from 10 
to 35 feet and can cost as little 
as $1,500 or as much as $16,000. 

Some feature telescopic sides 
for lower wind drag. 

They are more luxurious than 
camping trailers and some units 
feature such amenities as bath- 
tubs, self-cleaning ovens and air 
conditioning. 

Truck Campers: It seems 
there are more of these than 
any other form of recreational 
vehicle on the road 

But actually they are the third 
most popular RV on the mar- 
ket 

Stripped-down shells that 
slide onto the bed of a } 
pickup -can cost as little 
$1,000. 

Deluxe units affixed perma- 
nently to a truck chassis can 
easily cost $4,000. Some run as 
high as $7,000 

Motor Homes: They are the 
Cadillacs of the recreational 
vehicle fleet. They are self- 
contained,* very comfortable 
and very expensive 

Mini - motor homes built 
around a VW or other van start 
at around $5,000. But the larger 
units (some are as long as 40 
feet) can cost $20,000. 

Recreational vehicles have an 
advantage over automobiles 
and trucks in that- they depre- 
ciate at a much lower rate. 

“The biggest value drop is 
during the first year,” says 
dealer Winns. 

“But unlike a car where the 
model year is important, RV 
owners are more concerned 
with what the unit has to offer 
in the way of conveniences.” 

Because of their high initial 
cost, payments are often 
stretched out over six or seven 
years. A down payment of 10% 
is average.

The unit is carried on a trail- 
er and when you come upon a 
lake or a river you want to 
explore, all you have to do is 
back into the water and crank 
up the motor. 

The cost of these trailerable 
houseboats is on the high side: 
they start at around $7,000.

They passed 
me twice more during the day, 
and both times they waved (in- 
discreetly). 

After meeting the soldiers, I 
walked down several side streets 
to see the E. Berlin that the 
tour buses can't see. 

Everything | saw was. de- 
pressing. Besides the gray and

Rage in State Over Cruelty 
At Olympics Site -- Ogilvie

RICHARD B. OGILVIE 
Eyen in the pleasant small 

towns and beautiful countryside 
of Illinois, there’s no escape 
from tragedy. 

Many of us were almost eye- 
witnesses to the savage mur- 
ders in Munich because of the 
miracle of worldwide television. 

We are sickened and en- 
raged and look for someone 
to blame. 

Yet man’s cruelty continues, 
and the horror we felt for Bi- 
afra, Hue, Bangladesh—or for 
a beaten child or a murdered 
girl in Chicago—tends to recede 
in the face of continuing out- 
rages. 

When I wired the conddlences 
of our state to Mrs. Golda Meir, 
Israel’s prime minister, I was 
reminded of our long chat to- 
gether this spring. 

I was deeply impressed with 
Mrs. Meir's grasp of detail, her 
brisk, no-nonsense manner with 
her staff, and above all, with 
her deep concern for her people. 

Notably, in the aftermath of 
the Munich slayings, she did not 
blame the security forces of 
West Germany. She has faced 
the realities of senseless killings 
too often to blame those who 
try to prevent such violence, 

Thanks to.a larned friend, I 
was able to add a phrase in He- 
brew to my wire to Mrs, Meir. 

Literally translated, it 
means: “May God swallow 
death in victory.” 

And the victory for which we 
all pray is the end to the vio- 
lence that tears at Israel, North- 
ern Ireland, Vietnam and 
countless victims of crime ev- 
erywhere. 

Almost at the same time as 
the dread news. from Munich 
came good news for. Illinois — 
and I mean all of Illinois. 

We were the Number One 
state again in the latest list- 
ing of farm goods sold 
abroad. 

When you consider that two 
in five Illinois residents are de- 
pendent directly or indirectly 
on our great farm production, 
you can see why I consider the 
official announcement such good 
news. 

We're Number One,’ and the 
figures prove we try harder 
than we succeed. 

I told a friend that being gov- 
ernor of a state like Illinois is 
like being, head of General 
Motors. Or maybe like owning 
the Yankees back in ‘the "50s. 


Our people are winners. 

In a very busy week of per- 
sonal touring of the state, there 
were several good moments. 
Consider this one: 

You were 49 last February, 
but shed a lot of extra pounds 
and let your wife talk you into 
the new “mod” styles. 

Along comes an old fellow 
who looks at you and exclaims: 

“By golly, you look aw- 
fully young. Why, you're 
just a kid.” 

‘And they used to say that life 
began at 40... 

It doesn’t trouble me one bit 
—in fact, I’m amused—that de- 
spite thousands of pictures and 
TV news pictures, many of us 
in public life are not recognized 
in the flesh. 

That's the whole point of get- 
ting out to talk to people fre- 
quently, as I so much like to do. 

They’re real and we are, too, 
but there’s something awfully 
unreal, in the last analysis, 
about pictures. 

I’m: reminded of a TV news- 
caster I know who appears 
short and fat and decidedly un- 
handsome on screen. 

In the flesh, he’s tall and good 
looking and quite another fel- 
low entirely. 

For anyone of any politi- 
cal party planning to cam- 
paign, let me offer this 
advice: 

You might get bigger head- 
lines with a huge campaign 
caravan and a lot of hoopla, but 
you won't make as many friends 
and yout won’t have as much 
fun. 

And it is fun to roam more or 
less at will without a cumber- 
some schedule and hordes of 
people getting in the way. 

Like dropping into a school- 
yard unannounced and getting 
mobbed by the children. 

Or happening into a town just 
after quitting time when farm- 
ers and workers have congre- 
gated at the local watering 
spot, and you have a few min- 
utes to join them in good talk. 

The tremendous entourage 
the presidential candidates 
attract probably cannot be 
avoided—witness McGovern 
80 surrounded in an Iilinois- 
corn field that no one could 
talk above the uproar. 

I laugh when people call less- 
er candidates “insulated” from 
the people. We’re about as in- 
sulated as a policeman in the 
middle of a traffic jam, Mostly 
it’s fun to be there,

Back From Conference 


Robert E. Ashpole, aSsistant 
professor of sociology at South- 
ern Illinois University ‘at Ed- 
wardsville, has returned from 
the - 16th International Confer- 
ence on Social Welfare held in 
The Hague, Netherlands, 

Ashpole said 2,000 persons 
from 85 nations were preesnt at 
the meeting, which is held 
every other year. The theme of 
this year’s meeting was “De- 
veloping Social Policy in Con- 
ditions of Rapid Change.” 

The theme of the conference, 
Ashpole said, pointed up the 
fact that there “is a very big 
push into policy with social 
workers involved in policy-mak- 
ing on the upper levels of gov- 
ernment.” 

This contrasts sharply, he 
said, with the image of the so- 
cial worker engaged exclusive- 
ly in case-work in a communi- 
ty. 

“Some of the issues social 
workers are involved in around 
the world are education, em- 
ployment and labor relations, 
social policy in rehabilitation, 
mental heaith, and population 
planning,” he said. 

“One of the sessions I: found 
very interesting,” he said, “was 
the role of social workers in 
dealing wth problems of peo 
ples who are refugees — the 
focus in Holland was mainly 
Bangladesh, India and Israel,” 
Ashpole said. 

The socialogist also. visited 
ten nations in Europe and 
Africa as part of his trip, talk- 
ing with other professionals in 
the field of social welfare. 

“I found there are many dif- 
ferent modeis¥for-the teaching 
of social wdrk,” he said; but 
“the American model of two 
years of graduate education 
seems to be the standard in the 
more developed countries, such 
as Germany, France and the 
Netherlands.”’

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Cable Television Could Aid Handicapped Partney to 


Cable  televisi \in Illinois 
could provide spegiat programs 
for handicapped’ persons that 
would substantially improve 
their lives, according to Arlen 
S. Gould, special aducation co- 
ordinator for the Governor's 
Office of Human Resources. 

Gould testified last week in 
Chicago at a public hearing of 
the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion on cable television. He 
urgéd that a formulized guar- 
antee of acceptable blocks of 
time and channel utilization of 
cable TV be provided for the 
mentally and physically handi- 
capped citizens of the state. 

There are an estimated 81,400 
children “and adults restricted 
to their homes in the nation are 
expected to be equipped with 
cable transmission, he added. 

The type of ‘programs which 
are transmissted on this large 
scale will have a profound in- 
fluence on the lives of the pub- 
lic and could have the most 
influence on the estimated one- 
million handicapped and their 
families in Illinois. 

Programs Outlined 

Gould outlined several pro- 
grams that could be of benefit 
to handicapped persons, They 
are: (1) programs that alert 
parents to the systems of han- 
dicaps in children and inform 
them of available diagnostic 
and treatment service—thereby 
enhancing the community 
tem of outreach and case-find- 


i802 
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ing: (2) a total curriculum of 
current educational and social 
services as they exist in insti- 
tutions and agencies; (3) a full 
range of educational services 
available to the handicapped 
in rural areas where transpor- 
tation problems or the absence 
of any facility-based programs 
make care and treatment im- 
possible 

Gould told the commission 
that a poll was taken last 
spring of 67 agencies that rep- 
resent thousands of handicap- 
ped individuals in the state 
about the possible use of cable 
television to bring rehabilita- 
tive, educatiénal and social 
seryices to the handicapped. 


In that poll 84.1% said that if 
proper programs were avail- 
able, CATV would permit them 
to reach more persons with the 
specific disabilities than they 
work with each day; and 89% 
felt it would be necessary to 
ensure certain amounts of time 
for programs to the handicap- 
ped 

“Furthermore,” Gould testi- 
fied, “these associations and 
agencies felt the present sys- 
tem of municipal licensure and 
franchise had little hope of pro- 
viding them with the important 
market guarantee. Only 9% of 
those questioned felt munici- 
palities could be counted on to 
guarantee adequate handicap- 
ped programing, 40.3% they 
could not, 46.3 said it was ques- 


tionable and 4.4% had-no opin- 
ion. a 
Hold Reservations 

“This data made it obvious 
to our office that Illinois’ handi- 
capped have overwhelming res- 
ervations concerning present |i- 
censing arrangements to protect 
their right benefit from the im- 
pact of this new technology.” 

Gould reported in the past 
four years [llinois has sharply 
increased reimbursement to 


school districts for special edu- ~ 


cation programs; dropped the 
mandatory school age for han- 
dicapped children to three- 
years; developed a new section 
in the school code for the learn- 
ing disabled child; allowed for 
reimbursement for summer 
school program for handicap- 
ped children; developed an in- 
novative program to retrain 
inner city and rural teachers 
of these handicapped in poverty 
areas and instituted numerous 
other programs. 

“While these measures, re 
cently signed into law by Gov 
Richard B. Ogilvie, have clear- 
ly made Illinois the number one 
state in the nation relative tq 
the training and education of 
the handicapped child, it is 
only a beginning in Illinois’ 
strong commitment to assist 
every handicapped individual,” 
Gould state

Music Spotlight on 2 Concertos, 
Unique Guitar Sound, New Albums

It takes unusual pianistic for- 
titude for a performer to play 
either Ravel’s “Concerto in G” 
or Prokotieff’s “Concerto No. 
2.” To take on both of them is 
a bit hard to believe, 

Net Nicole Henriot-Schweitzer 
does so in a new RCA-Victrola 
recording of the two concertos 
with Charles Munch and the 
Boston Symphony. 

And the Paris-born pianist 
carries it off with brilliance. 

The concertos demand not 
only extreme technical ability 
but tremendous physical endur- 
ance, especially Serge Proko- 
fieff’s sunburst of Sound. 

Prekofieff's harmonies and 
rhythms still sound far ahead 
of his time, although the com- 
poser first performed his Sec- 
ond Piano Concerto on Sept. 5, 
1913, in Pavlovsk, a suburb of 
St. Petersburg. 

It is difficult music to listen 
to for the first time. The critic 
for the St. Petersburg “Ga- 
zette’” found this out. 

He wrote of’ the 22-year-old 
composer: “Prokofieff sat at 
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the piano, and began to dust the 
keys, or perhaps, try which key 
sounds higher and which lower. 

“The audience was puzzled. 
Some were indignant. His con- 
certo’ concluded on a merciless- 
ly dissonant combination of 
brass instruments,” 

Today’s audiences, of course, 
are more accustomed to mod- 
ern dissonances than were the 
people listening to Prokofieff 
play his concerto in Paviovsk. 

In fact, some find it harder 
to listen to the harmonic purity 
of the classicists. 

Prokofieff once confessed that 
he was in part driven toward 
harmonic experiments by early 
criticism that his harmony was 
“elemental.” 

This led him to try a new har- 
monic language which later 
was transformed into a desire 
to find a medium for the ex- 
pression of strong emotions. 

Maurice Ravel’s “Concerto in 
G,” also featuring unusual tonal 
combinations but with tightly 
controlled form came along 
much later—in 1932 when on 
April 22 it was given a double 
debut: by the Boston Symphony 
and the Philadelphia Orchestra, 
each playing in its own city. 

This was at the height of the 
jazz surge in America — eight 

“years after George Gershwin’s 
“Rhapsody in Blue” elevated 
jazz to the concert hall. 

And there are heavy over- 
tones of the jazz idiom in Ra- 
vel’s concerto although the 
great French composer sub- 
merges them so much that total 
sound is a unique blend of 
sparkle and excitement.

Is it really true that everyone 
in the world plays a guitar 
these days? Maybe. 

But how many play it like Los 
Indios Tabajaras? — the Brazil- 
ian Indian brothers who be- 
came addicted to the instru- 
ment. Hardly.any. 

You can sample the Indios 
sound in RCA’s latest album: 
“Los Indios Tabajaras.”” Fea- 
tured songs include ‘Softly, As 
In A Morning.

They are so named because 
the music was commissioned by 
Margrave Christian Ludwig of 
Brandenburg, a patron of the 
arts. 

The vast range of musical 
landscape covered by Bach is 
expressively recorded by New- 
man, on the harpsichord, and 
his “friends’’—a_ mini-orches- 
tra that would probably have 
matched the one used by Bach 
in his times. 

« This is Bach in all his moods, 
from the festivity of the hunt to 
the somberness of introspection. 

An added note: Columbia is 
‘to be applauded for having com- 
plete concertos on each side of 
each record —none of this an- 
noyinng slopover of the finale to 
the other side of a record that 
brings groans from listeners. 

You can stay seated with this 
set, and just listen.

Interest Is High at SIUE 
Remedial Reading Center 


‘The people in our program 
really want to be here. Maybe 
that’s’ part of the reason for 
their progress,’ s Otis 
Beard, coordinator of the Neigh- 
borhood Youth Corps remedial 
reading center at Southern IIli- 
nois» Univer: at Edwards. 
ville 

Students in the program are 
16 through 18 years old. Many 
are from East St. Louis, though 
other St. Clair and Madison 
County also are represented. 
What all of them have in com- 
mon is that they have been dut 
of school for at least a year 

Since the reading program 
was started at SIUE 18 months 
ago under a contract from the 
East St. Louis Neighborhood 
Youth Corps, about 60 students 
have successfully finished their 
instruction. 

Beard said to be accepted 
into the program the students 
first must be screened by the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps staff 
in East St. Louis 

Travel by Bus 

“Once they've passed the 
screening, the students have to 
get to the Edwardsville campus 
every day,” Beard said. “The: 
catch a bus at the University’s 
East St. Louis center, ride to 
the campus and then catch an 
other bus to the tract house 
where we're located. Later, 
they’re taken back to East St. 
Louis. With all that traveling, 
we know students are here be- 
cause they want to be 

Students are given diagnostic 
tests to establish their reading 
competence. Then Beard and 
his teachers develop materials 
to fit the needs of each student. 
At the end of a quarter, each 
student is re-tested to determ* 
ine how much he has improved. 


“On the average tne students’ 
reading Iével improves one full 
year for every quarter they’re 
in the program,” Beard said. 
“When their reading compre- 
hension reaches the eighth 
grade level, they transfer to an- 
other phase of the program, at 


while. 


State Community College in 
East St. Louis, where they can 
work toward passing the high 
school equivalency exam. A few 
kids even decide to return to 
school.” 
Individual Study 

udents Work at their own 
pace, spending only a small 
portion of their time in formal 
classroom situations. At the 
center there are individual 
study ‘are: there also are 
taped lessons on reading syn- 
chronized with film strips. 

“A lot of them were turned 
off previously by a_ highly 
structured classroom,”” Beard 
said. “The total effect of this 
individual program is a mini- 
mum of discipline.” 

Beard, a St. Louisan who 
earned his degree in education 
from SIUE, meets regularly 
with teachers Karen Woods of 
Alton; Shirley Scott of St. Louis 
and Joe Naumann of Edwards- 
ville, who is assistant coordina- 
tor. 

The teachers also meet regu- 
larly with individual students, 
providing _ constant feedback 
Beard said rap sessions are 
held each week to cover “any 
number of things relating to 
what is on the minds of the 
kids.” 

Students receive training in 
clerical skills to supplement 
their reading instruction. Mich 
ael Johnson of SIUE’s Typing 
Lab has developed a manual to 
assist the students learning to 
type. 

Beard said that once 
awhile a student does not 
prove his reading. 

_ “With our stress on individual 
instruction and with our philos- 
ophy of letting the student set 
his own pace, the burden is on 
the student. A few don’t take 
up that burden,’ Beard said. 
“But when you see a student 
who came into this with a fifth- 
grade reading level and he 
leaves after rapid improve- 
ment, you know this is worth-

Sums held: in 
the Sewage Plant Depreciation 
Account, in the Sewage Plant 
Bond Reserve Account, and in 
the Sewage“ Plant Surplus Ac- 
count may be held by the City 
as a cash deposit or, subject 
to the provisions of ‘the law 
applicable at the time, may be 
invested in bonds or other obli- 
gations of the United States 
Government, or unconditionally 
guaranteed by the United States 
Government, (having a_fixed 
redemption value, if such bonds 
or obligations are then reason- 
ably available) or in direct ob- 


ligations of the State of Illinois, | 


which, however, shall mature 
within five (5) years of the 
time such bonds or other obli- 
gations are purchased. 
SECTION 14, That the City of 
Granite City covenants ‘and 
agrees with the holder or hold- 
ers of the bonds herein author- 
ized to be issued that it will 
perform all duties with respect 
to the operation and mainte- 
nance of said sewage treat- 
ment plant, including all ex- 
tensions and improvements 
thereto, and with respect to 
the fixing, maintaining and 
collecting of the rates, fees and 
charges for-the services and fa- 


cilities thereof, and the estab-| 
lishment of the accounts herein | 


authorized and created, and all 
other matters and things re- 
quired by law and by_ this 
Ordinance, and that it will do 
or cause. to be done, in apt 
time and season, each and 
every official act necessary for 
the payment of the principal of 
and the interest on the bonds 
herein authorized to be issued, 
as the same shall mature and 
accrue, 

Said’ City further covenants 
with the holders of said bonds 
as follows: 

(A) That it will construct 
the improvements and exten- 
sions to the sewage treatment 
plant contemplated by this 
Ordinance, and that as long 
as any of the bonds or inter- 
est coupons authorized by 
this Ordinance are outstand- 
ing and unpaid, it will op- 
erate and maintain said 
treatment plant in an effi- 
cient and economical manner. 
The fiscal year on which 
said system shall be operated 
shall correspond with the fis- 
cal year otherwise provided 
for the City. 

(B) That as long as any of 
said bonds or the interest 
coupons pertaining thereto 
remain outstanding and un- 
paid, the City of Granite City 
will fix and maintain rates 
and make and collect charges 
for the use and service of the 
treatment plant, sufficient to 
pay one hundred ten per 
centum (110%) of the prin- 
cipal of and the interest on 
all revenue bonds or other 
obligations issued by said 
City chargeable ‘to the reve- 
nues of said plant, to provide 
the sums required to main- 
tain all accounts created by 
Section 11 hereof; and to pro- 
vide ample funds to meet all 
requirements of this Ordi- 
nance. Such rates from time 
to time shall be revised so 
as fully to meet the require- 
ments of this Ordinance. No 
free sewage treatment shall 
be rendered except to the 
City of Granite City. 

(C) The City of Granite 
City hereby covenants that 
the sewage treatment rates 
established and in effect ‘on 
the date of the approval of 
this Ordinance will not be 
reduced until such time as 
the amounts required by this 
Ordinance to be deposited in 
the Sewage Plant Bond Re- 
serve Account and the Sew- 
age Plant Depreciation Ac- 
count established by para- 
graphs (C) and (D) of Sec- 
tion 11 hereof in each. case 
shall stand in the maximum 
amounts provided by said 
paragraphs, nor while there 
shall be any default in the 
payment of the principal of 
or the interest on any bond 
authorized hereby ‘as the 
same matures and accrues. 

(D) That as long as any of 
said bonds or interest coupons 
shall remain outstanding and 
unpaid, the said City shall 
carry and maintain adequate 
insurance upon all revenue- 
producing properties forming 
a part of said sewage plant 
which may be of an insurable 
nature; such insurance to be 
of the type and kind and for 
such amount or amounts as 
carried and maintained by 
other municipalities render- 
ing services of a. similar 
character in similar commu- 
nities. The proceeds of all 
such insurance shall be used 
only for the maintenance and 
restoration of said sewage 
plant, or for the payment of 
the principal of and the in- 
terest on the bonds authorized 
to be issued in this Ordi- 
nance. 


(E) That said City shall set 
up and maintain a proper 
system of accounts and rec- 
ords ‘separate from all other 
accounts and records, show- 
ing the amount of revenue 
received from its sewage 
plant and the application of 
such revenues and all finan- 
cial transactions in conneéc- 
tion therewith. Such account, 
at least once a year, shall be 
audited properly an in- 
dependent certified public ac- 
countant, employed for the 
purpose. -A report of such 
audit shall be furnished each 
year without further request 
to the original purchaser of 
the borids authorized hereby, 
within sixty (60) days after 
the close: of the fiscal year, 
and, upon request, to any 
pondholder. The annual audit 
of the sewage plant shall in- 
clude: 

() A classified statement 
of the gross revenue re- 
ceived, of the operating-ex- 
penditures, of the net op- 
erating revenue, of the 
amount of any capital ex- 
penditures in connection with 
the sewerage, system for the 
fiscal year; 

(2) A balance sheet as of 
the end of each fiscal year, 
including a statement of the 
amount on hand at the end 
of the fiscal year in each of 
the accounts created by Sec- 
tion 11 of this Ordinance; 

(3) A statement of the 
profit or loss for such fiscal 
year; 

(4) A statement of the 
number of customers served 
by the sewage plant at the 
beginning and the ending of 
the fiscal year; 

(5) A statement of’ the 
amount and character of in- 
surance carried by the City 
on the property of: the sew- 
age plant, and of the names 
of the insurors and of the 
expiration dates of the sev- 
eral policies; 

(6) A schedule of future 
principal and interest re- 
quirements of all outstand- 
ing sewer revenue bonds; 

(7) The amount of delin- 
quent accounts owing to the 
sewage plant. 

(8) Such comments re- 
garding the City’s method of 
operation apd accounting 
practices as the auditor may 
deem desirable and a state- 
ment whether or not the 
terms of this Ordinance have 
been fulfilled. 

(F) That any holder or 
holders of the original or any 
purchasers of not less than 
ten per centum (10%) in 
principal amount of said 
bonds then outstanding shall 
be permitted, at all reason- 
able times, to inspect 
sewage plant and all records 
and data relating. thereto. 

(G) That any holder or 
holders of the original or any 
purchaser of not less than 
ten per centum (10%) in 
principal amount of said 
bond then outstanding shall 
be furnished all data and 
information relating to said 
sewage plant which . reason- 
ably may be requested. 

(H) That as long as any of 
said bonds or the coupons 
pertaining thereto shall re- 
main outstanding and unpaid, 
the said City shall not sell, 
lease, loan, mortgage, pledge 
or otherwise; encumber or in 
any manner dispose of said 
treatment plant, or any part 
thereof, or allow any lien to 
attach thereto, unless the 
bonds authorized hereby shall 
have been paid in full, both 
as to principal and interest, 
or unless adequate provision 
shall have been made which 
shall assure the full payment 
of said bonds and the inter- 
est thereon to maturity in 
full, according to their terms.

Russians 
Wooing 
Pakistan

London— While President 
Nixon is bidding for normalized 
trade relations with the Soviet 
Union, Russia is driving hard 
for economic - penetration in 
areas that once were strict 
U. S. and West European pre- 
serves. 
Pakistan is a case in point. 
Hard pressed after the loss of 
Bangladesh in the December 


.-Wwar with India, Pakistan now 


faces tough choices. It must 
decide. if its military-economic 
future lies with Russia, Com- 
munist China or the United 
States. 

Russia has leaped in with 
trade and credit offers that 
could open the avenue to the 
Indian Ocean and outflank oil- 
rich Iran. 

Darayus Minwalla’s story of 
his search for capital to build a 
100-room hotel in Karachi is a 
prime example. 

Minwalla, managing director 
of the Minwalla hotel group, 
needs $3.5 million, He has al- 
ready contracted with Hyatt 
Hotels International to super- 
vise construction and provide 
management. 

Loan Moratorium 

He has secured a top priority 
rating for a 5.25% loan from the 
Export - Import Bank. and ap- 
proval of feasibility studies, but 
a moratorium has been im- 
posed on U. S. and World Bank 
Joans to Pakistan. 

So, enter the Soviets. 

Russian officials have exam- 
ined Minwalla’s plans and have 
offered to finance the whole 
project on these terms: 

1. Sixty per cent of all equip- 
ment is to be purchased in the 
USSR.

3 Ten per cent of the hard 
currency is to be spent in East- 
ern Europe including Yugos!

4, The loan is to be repaid at 
6% over 14 years with a two- 
year grace period during con- 
struction. 

5. Russia will accept 60% of 
the repayment over seven years 
in “bartered”? rooms for Aero- 
flot flight crews that must 
overnight in Karachi and for 
Soviet engineers who are al- 
ready building a huge steel 
complex nearby. (The rooms 
would be bartered at a rate of 
$18 a day.) 

Attractive Offer 

“It's a very attractive offer,” 
says Minwalia, who also is ne- 
gotia in Western Europe.

Hints to Remove Stains In Washable Garments 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK 


Madison County Extension 
Advisor-Home Economics 


You can usually remove per- 
spiration stains from washable 
garments if you treat the fabric 
properly and act quickly. 

Here are some helpful hints 
from Marjorie Sohn, University 
of ‘Illinois Extension clothing 
specialist 

For fresh stains in a garment, 
first rinse or sponge the stained 
area with warm water. Then 
apply a weak solution of am- 
monia water (one-fourth cup of 
amonia and two and one-half 
cups water) to the stain. Rinse 
and Idunder the garment. 

Miss Sohn points out that old- 
er/stains turn from acid to al 
kaline. For such stains, rinse 
first with warm water. Apply 
lemon juice or white vinegar 
followed by another clear water 
rinse; then launder 

Miss Sohn emphasizes that 
perspiration may change the 
color of fabrics. Although the 
treatment recommended should 
remove the stain, they will not 
always restore the color. White i 
fabrics, however, can often be 
restored by using a bottle 


in the sun.
